The most valuable printed book in 
the world ‘is #4 ae bers Bible, 
which‘ was printed at “+ ermany 
—the first Sahn sc book. Ite present 
value would be hard. to determine, ‘as 
no copy. has’ recently come up. tor 
sale,. but the price steadil»’ advances. 
Tn) 1884 a copy in London brought 
$19,500, in 1897 the Ashburnham-eopy 
on véllum sold for $20,000, The late 
Robert Hoe estimated that it would 
not be long-before ie ries of one of 
ag rare copies would-come to $50,- 


Afier-the Gutenberg Bible, Robt. H. 
‘Dodd, who is an authority on rare 
books, places the Psalter, dated 1457, 
which is the first book printed with 
a ‘date. It has been said that this 


book, if offered for sale would bring | 


ovet $50,000. ; 

A copy of the same Psalter, dated 
1459 was bought by Quaritch in Lon- 
don for something like $12.500. This 
book passed into the possession. of 
Theodore Irving, of Oswego, N. Y.. 
and later, wit:. his library, into the 
possession of J. P. Morgan. 1 

The ‘“‘Receyyell of the History of 
Troy, printed by William Caxton, the 
first English printer, 1469-71, comes 
third on the list, being the first. book 
printed in the English language. There 
are only a few copies of it known, 
and of these few a still smaller nam- 
ber are perfect. 

The first edition of Chaucer's ‘‘Can- 
terbury Tales,” printed about 1478, is 
very raré*and valuable, as are’ tho 
1485 edition of Sir Thomas Malory’s

I Ration For Growing Pigs. 
"It ig impossible for any’ one to say 
‘what is the best ration for growing 
pigs. The feeding capacity of one dif- 
ifers from another. We have been 
feeding for years, yet are all the time 
‘ooking and anticipating sume way to 
‘produce better results, writes an Ohio 
farmer | in the NationaiSteckman, Some- 
times we think we are feeding more 
grain than’ necessary; then again we 
think we are not feeding enough. Aa. 
‘a’ rule, more pigs are underfed than 
overfed., We find a good ration for 
‘developing youngsters is five pounds 
of O. P: ollmeal, ten pounds of wheat 
-brao or middlings, fifteen pounds of 
cornmeal and ove pound of sult well 
mixed in'n barrel with wilk and warm 
water, feeding all they will eat up 
clean morning and otght. If you have 
‘apples, cabbage or ‘roots feed them at 
“noon. After they have eaten their 
levening slop feed them one pound of 
corn to each pound of live weight of 
‘pigs. Ground wheat, barley or oats 
can be substituted for a portion of the 
ene aud middiings if desired. 


Feeding the Calf, ’ 

No farmer can afford to start his’ 
calf off in any other way but well.
